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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

r 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 
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3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 23-28 and 30-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jang 4389229 in view of Jaeger 4262035 and optionally in view of 
Fairbairn 3648015 

See the previous Office Action for how Jang was previous applied. However 
claim 23 has been amended to require a plasma: Jang does not disclose use. of a 
plasma. It is well known that PVCD is a superior specie of MCVD: it has a higher 
deposition efficiency and speed. See Jaeger at col. 2, lines 24-29 and col. 4, lines 32- 
35. It would have been obvious to improve the Jang process by replacing the burners 
with an rf coil as taught by Jaeger (col. 3, lines 9-21) for the advantages of Jaeger. 

Alternatively, Jaeger (col. 4, lines 43-50) teaches using Fairbairn's electron beam 
torch. Jang doesn't disclose many details about the Jang torch. It would have been 
obvious to use an electron beam torch as the Jang torch for the advantages of Jaeger. 

As to claim 30: it would have been obvious to keep the intensity constant for at 
least one pass - so as to make the deposition constant during that pass. 

As per the discussion in Applicant's paragraph [00056] the deposition zone 
pressure is calculated based on the tailstock pressure. The pressure within the zone is 
not directly measured. And since the claims do not require a measurement of the 
pressure in the zone or the measurement of any pressure, and since there is not even 
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disclosure of a measurement of the zone pressure (at best a calculation thereof). And 
since the claim does not require the measurement of any pressure, it is deemed that no 
measurement of a pressure is required by the claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 16 December 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

It is argued that Jang does not disclose modulating a flow rate of a glass 
precursor material. The rejection clearly points out how Jang teaches adjusting a 
precursor. Jang's adjusting is the same as applicant's modulating. 

It is further argued that Jang does not disclose forming a plasma. The secondary 
references show that using a plasma would have been an obvious improvement. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
